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JOHN G, NEUMEISTER IS DEAD 


Suceumbs to Pneumonia Contract- 
ed While Crossing Roékies. 


WIFE ALSO IS NEAR DEATH. 


Muve Ente New Conerete House Not 
Yet Dry on Pacific Coast. 


John G..Neumeister, city clerk of Chicago 
from 1883 to 1885.and an announced candi- 
date for the Democratic nomination for the 
mayoraity in 1907, died yesterday at his win- 
ter home at Redondo Beach, Cal. 

His death was due to pneumonia, from 
which Mrs. Neumeister also has asad suffer- 
ing. 

Physicians have forbidden that Mrs. Neu- 
meister be notified of her husband’s death, 
for she also is believed to be dying. 

Neumeister and his. wife caught cold on 
‘thursday of last week. Both became worse 
in a journey over the Rocky mountains, and 
had pnewmonia when they arrived at Los 
Angeles. They went to their new home, a 
pretentious structure on the beach, hoping 
the séa alr Would’ break their.colds. The new 
bufiding, which ts made of concrete, is not 
dry. yet, and the colds increased. Neu- 
meister’'s daughter summoned physicians 
on Wednesday, but they were unable to stop 
the disease. 


Native of Chicago. 

Mr. Neumeister was born in Chicago in 1857 
and after he was graduated from Notre Dame 
university he entered the commission busi- 
ness. He soon made a specialty of the 
cheese business, in which he was engaged at 
154 South Water street until his death. 

He came into public attention several times 
in recent years because of humorous ten- 
dencies which led him among other things 
to announce fhe formation of a syndicate 
to kill sharks when the city. of Havana, 
Cuba, offered a bounty of $2 a head on them; 
and to defend his store with an old Spanish 
cannon when a telephone company wished 


‘to remove .its mMstrument from his premises” 


On the’ former occasion he asserted that 
he would feed sharks on dogs loaded with 
dynamite. Cuban citizens were alarmed 
by @ belief that he would carry out his pian 
and bankrupt. the municipality. 


Uses Relics to Repel Phone Concern. 

‘His collection of relics Yrom this trip was 
called into use a short time later when he 
mounted a. six pound Spanish signal gum be- 
hind a barricade of cheeses to repel the en- 
trance of employés of an automatic telephone 
company with which he had had a disagree- 
ment. 

He authorized the company to instalh a” 
switchboard in the basement of his stgre; 
but when he found that his electric light bit 
‘Was doubled by the operations of the work- 
men end the company would not meet his 
claim immediately the installations ceased. 
Then the company shut off his service and 
tried to remove its instrument from his office.

With all due appreciation of tit report of

ited if all his testimony unfavorable to Loti- 
mer is not creditable. 

Nor will the senate, understand why 
Link’s statement that he told Browne he 
hed already promised Lorimer himeeif that 
he would vote for him proves that he was 
not paid or “‘ rewarded "’ for doing so, 

Senator Burrows’ peculiar reasoning as to 
Link and the inquisition will be still more 
difficult for*the senate to follow, inasmttch 
as under the protection.of Senator Bur- 
rows and his colleagues of the subcommit- 
tee and without any third degree whatso- 
ever he swore that he was compelled by the 
state's attorney’ s dureds to tell the truth! 

Another interesting element in Senator 
Burrows’ statement is his strong preference 
for denials of crimé by the persons charged 
with crime. When Link was asked if he 
had been bribed, hé denied it openly ro 
feporters and detectives. When Becke- 
theyer was charged he also publicly denied 
it. Senator Burrows in admiration of Lori- 
mers request for a senatorial investigation 
declared that “ crime does not seek exposure 
and publicity; criminals do not invite judg- 
ment and disgrace.” 

The senatorial jury may wish to know 
why Senator Burrows did not apply this 
wise axiom in his valuation of the denials 
of Link, Beckemeyer, Browne, Wilson, and 
Broderick. 

In short, Senator Burfows ought to speak 
agdin. He owes it to himself, to the sen- 
ate, and to Mr. Lorimer. The senatorial 
jury will. want to know more of his new 
system of logic, why White was not bribed 
because he’ was bribable, why Link is not 
‘to be believéd because he was forced to 
tell the truth, why a denial of crime not 
tinder oath is Of mote Weight than an ad- 
| hittance of crime under oath, why the gen- 
eral denial of crite by a mah whio refused 
to téstify for fear hé would incriminate 
himself outweighs the sworn confession of 
another who ruins himself in making the 
confession, to say nothing of the corrobora-

STOCK YARDS FIRE PROTECTION. 
The greet packing plants 6f the stock- 
yerds need the protection against fire a high 
pressure water system would give. Pack- 
ers, insurance men, and the general public 
agree on that: It is agreed, aleo, that there 
should bé no untiecessary delay about the 
installation of such 4 syéténi; that the tat- 
ter should not be allowed to drift along 
until it has slipped out of mind, to be re- 
called only by another great fire and the 
death of more firemén., 

There ate two ways of defraying the cost 

of a high pressure water system. One is 
by appropriating the money out of the re- 
ceipts of the water fund and the other 
through the levying of a special dssesement, 
There would be objéctors toi @ diversion of 
the water revenues. They would argue that 
it would bé unfair to the body of the con- 
gumers, and that as a single industry of 
enoriious proportions, but occupying a com- 
paratively limited aréa, was to be the direct 
beneficiary, it should bear the cost. 
- Difficultiés might be éncountered in dis- 
tributing équitably a special assessmiént for 
a high pressure water systerh for the busi« 
néss distfict. Various propetty owners 
would go into couft to fight their assess- 
ments. It would take time to get the as- 
sessment roll confirmed. There neéd be no 
such trouble at the stockyards, The pack- 
ers know pretty closely what the contribu. 
tion of each of them toward a high pressure 
water system should be. They must have 
figured on the mattet when they drafted the 
plan for the building of that private system 
which the city will not permit to be con- 
structed. 

Estimate the cost of the proper kind of 
plait. Find out how the packing firms 
think it should be dividéd among thei. 
Then make a special assessment on those 
lines. That wotld Involve ho délaya in the 
council or the coufts. There has alteady 
been enough, and too much, delay.

To him one day éame Arkwright, the poor 
Bolton barber, with his Invention of the 
spinning jenhy or frameé, whet he found io 
his chagrin that the threads twisted, asking 
him if he could advise him how to remedy the 
defect. Strutt remarked that he woulda un- 
dertaké to remedy thé defect, but woula only 
do so on condition of récéiving half of the 
profite of the new inveiition. 

After @ long discussion Arkwright congerit- 
ed to do this, and an agreement was drawn 
up. As soon as ever it had been signed 
Strutt took his hand out of his pocket, rubbed 
it over one of the cylinders of the machine, 
and coolly said: “ That is all that it wants!’’ 

He had simply chal his hand and created 
a foigh sutface where A¥ktwright had too 
smidoth a one. His share in the profits of 
Arkwright’s invention proved the foundation 
of a fortune whith événtually landed his 
grandson in the chamber of peers as feat.

Wickersham Says Demand for Popu- 
lar Rule Grows. 


Syracuse, N. Y., ae 19.—Resteating settled 
law in new forms and the bulkiness of lega! 

opinions weredecried py Senator Elihu Root 
today in his address as président of the New 
York State Bar association at its annual 
meeting here. Attorney General Wicker- 
sham was another speaker of the day. 

Mr. Root pleaded for simplicity in the ad- 
ministration of law as well as in the accumu- 
lations of legislative practice. 

“I wish,” he said, “ that our judges could 
realize officially what so many of them ggree 
to personaliy—that restating settled law in 
new forms, however well it is done, compli- 
cates rather than simplifies the administra- 
tion of the law; that the briefest of opinions 
usually answers the purpose of the particular 
case, and that the general interests of juris- 
prudence justify reasoned opinions only when 
some question of law is determined which

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ROADS DELAY RATE RAISE 


Action Delays Proposed Increase 
from Feb. 1 to March 15. 


WESTERN CASE COMPLETED. 


Question Submitted to Commeree Rody 
After Four Days. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 19.—Upon the con- 
clusion of the arguments of the proposed 
advances of freight rates in Western Trunk 
Line association territory today Chairman 
Clements of the interstate commerce com- 
mission announced that the carriers had con- 
sented further to postpone the increase from 
Feb. 1 to March 15 in order to afford the 
commission adequate time in which to deal 
with the great question presented. 

After nineteen and a half hours of argu- 
ment in four days, the so-called western 
rate case was submitted finally to the com- 
mission this afternoon. ‘The record in the 
case covers approximately 5,000 pages of 
testimony, besides the voluminous briefs of 
counsel and the reports of their oral argu- 
ments. 

Decisions by March 1. 

The commission expects to announce its 
decisions in the eastern and western cases 
by March 1. Meantime the members will 
study the recorde with a view to reaching a 
conclusion. 

Tt is scarcely likely that discussion of the 
cases will be taken up by the commission as 
a body before the early part of February, 
and perhaps not before the middle of Febru- 
ary. It is quite certain that the decisions, 
ance they are reached, will be announced as 
soon as they can be prepared, as ft is the de- 
‘sire of the commission to afford both the car- 
riers and the shippers adequate time in which 
to adjust themselves to whatever conditions 
the decisions may make. 

Pieas for Chicago Tines, 

In the final two hours of the proceedings 
before the commission C. C. Wright of the 
Chicago and Northwestern said the question 
presented to the commission was not so much 
one of law as‘of statésmanship.

PLAN FIGHT TO BETAIN LOTS. 

Condemnation proceedings by which the 
Chicago and Western Indiana railroad com- 
pany expects to acquire the last bite of prop- 
erty necessary for the construction of its 
proposed hew passenger termina! to replace 
the present Dearborn street station have 
beem set for argument before Judge McSurely 
of the Superior court on Monday. 

The property sought to be condemned com- 
prises two parcels of land aggregating 130 
feet frontage by 100 feet deep. The first is 
located on the weet side of Federal! street, 
just south of Polk, opposite the present sta- 
tion, occupied by the building of the North- 
western Paper Stock company, and the seo- 
ond is on the southwest corner of Polk and 
Federal streets, owned by the estate of Luigi 
Olcese. With the exception of thie property 
it is understood that the railroad now owns 
all of the land between Polk, State, Taylor, 
and Clark streete.

banking organization."’ Tentative plans were 
drawn for a monetary league of business men 
soon to beorganized by the national board. 

The resolutions in declaring favorably to 
“a pgentral banking organization ”’ hold that 
this should be a corporation with a large cap- 
ital stock and not merely an asegociation of 
banks. This stock, the resolutions say, 
should be owned by incorporated banking 
institutions, whether under national or state 
charter, which ere willing to assume equal 
duties for equal privileges. 


Want Administrative Safeguards, 

It is also recommended that the adminis- 
tration of the central organization be divided 
between the-government, the member banks, 
and the commercia) classes “‘in a manner 
which will safeguard against individual, sec- 
tional, or political domination,”’ 

The committee of eleven of the national

Bulk Quotation Is Greatest Re- 
corded Sinee Civil War. 


22C ABOVE VALUE IN 1910. 


Advance Caused by Small Supplies and 
Big Foreign Demand, 


Turpentine has reached the highest point 
since the civil war, being quoted in the bulk 
at 82440 per gallon in the main market at 
Savannah, Ga., as compared to 60l¢c a year 
ago for the corresponding period. The pre- 
vious high record within recent years was 
79c per gallon on May 28, 1906, during which 
year it dropped the following week to 60c. 

Assigned reasons for the record breaking 
advance are the smallness of supplies, due 
to a short crap, and an exceptionally heavy 
éemand from the European markets, Manip- 
ulation, it is declared, has not been a con- 
trolling element in the situation up to the 
present time. Another feature that affects 
the market is the fact that there was prac- 


tically no carryover. 
- Savannah Receipts Are Less. 


Receipts at Savannah for the 1911 season were 
160, ajo as compared to 166,842 bris in 1910, 
228 000 brie in 1909, and 189,921 bris in 1008. Un- 
der normal conditions the everage production at 

Savan- 
nah’s receipts for last week were 815 bris, com- 
pared to 1,188 bris for the corresponding week in 
1910, 1,760 in 1900, and 3,434 bris in 1908. 

Stocks of spirits of turpenffhe at, the three prin- 
cipal markets of the world up to Saturday, Jan. 
14, were 15,972 bris at Savannah, Ga.; 12,523 bris 
at Jacksonville and Fernandina, Fia., and 21,500 
bris at London, England, not including any tur- 
pentine afloat for the port of Tondon. In 1910 the 
‘stocks at the same markets for the corresponding 
period in 1910 amounted to 71,974 bris, in 1909 to 
108.814 bris, and to 98,378 brie in 10086, 

During the remainder of the current month it is 
expected Europe will continue to be the principal 
buyer, as dealers seem willing to take the product 
at the advanced prices, while the home trade is 
buying as little as ft can get along with, the con- 
sumption showing a material falling of.
